* you by this Gentleman theſe encloſed Papers, wherein you will fully beintormed of our endeavouss 
and pains, to ps right underſtanding with our friends and fellow Souldiers : Bur we ſincerely 
profeſs to you, Thar we cannot be convincedof any ſuch neceflity or ſence of duty, that could engage them in a- 
ctions ſo violent and unwarrantable, contrary to ſuch late and ſolemn Engagements : Indeed ir makes our hearts 
mourn in ſecret, to confider what the ifſue of this dynron: and raſh changeot the Government may be : bur we 
hope we ſhall be tound in the way of duty , and ſhallwalk according ro Gods Word, in that we have borne our 
Tettimony according to our Conſciences againſt that which is evil; and we humbly defire you tolay to hearc the 
grcat diſhonour that will lye upon the holy Name of God, by our inconſtancy and (I wiſh I could nor ſay) rreache- 
ry.

as may be for the ſecuring of theſe Nations, againſt the Common Enemy. And we ſhall rake this as a renewed Engage- 
ment of your brotherly love and kindneſs to us, And having no further to trouble you, but to let you know, that
